toes or between them; if your feet 
feet fatigued or misplaced in the 
stocking or if TOOT toes feel too long, 
Che chances are that yon hare de- 
veloped a case of "golfer's foot" 


Medical authorities describe "golf- 


er's foot" as an. acnte condition due 
to distortion of the foot as a result 
of a broken arch. The affliction is 
very easily acquired, it is often 
neglected, and sometimes becomes 
rery troublesome. To add to the 
aforementioned discomfort, golfer's 
foot makes the victim fretful, and 
In the case of a golfer, interferes 
with play. If neglected, physicians 
say that the condition is liable to 
lead to a chain of efficiency-reducing 
ailments, the cause of which may be 
entirely overlooked. Every one, and 
golfers in particular, is advised to 
give the feet special attention, and 
be very careful to keep them in 
good condition. 


'In playing golf, and In practically 


every other work or play in life, foot- 
efficiency is essential," writes Dr. 
Charles Cross of San Francisco, in 
the Medical Record. 


"When playing golf the anterior 


portion of the left foot, in right- 
handed players, and vice versa in 
left-handed players, ts brought into 
Mnusual service. 
As the drive Js 


made the weight of the body is 
brought back upon the foot that has 
been elevated in the upswing, and 
It is brought back wHh great force. 
A great part of the force is distrib- 
uted to the outer half of the anterior 
portion of the foot, made up of the 
beads of the metatarsal bones of the 
third, fourth and fifth toes. 


"The third and fourth rnetatarsals 


are generally the leasttused part of 
a foot, and consequently, like the 
ring-finger in the hand-, they usually* 
form the weakest portion. They are 
the rim to give way when under 
'strain. 


"When the whole front of the foot 


Is used there appears less likelihood 
of injury. Spikes in shoes are not a 
necessity in playing golt if the feet 
are properly used. 
At any rate, 


wearing spiked shoes necessitates 
turning the foot on the side, and pre- 
vents use of the entire front part of 
the foot 
However, golfer's foot is 


liable to occur in any foot not strong 
enough, to bear the strain. For that 
reason all golfers should be -very 
careful with their feet, especially at 


to discern any difference in the feet, 
yet the patient knows there is a dif- 
ference.

Even then the patients seem to think 
any kind of treatment, shoes, sup- 
ports, etc., that they can select 
themselves, or that are recommended 
by friends, will cure the condition. 


"So long as people with distorted 


feet desire to treat themselves, they 
generally make matters worse and 
have no one to blame but themselves. 


"Walking -wita toes outward is a 


habit that has been drilled into 
children long enough to make busi- 
ness for all the scientific gsdeloglBts 
for a generation to come. Almost 
all persons whxr toe out when they 
waft are on the roati to sorna degree 
of foot distortion. Tie proper method 
of walking is to toe straight, or if 
anything to toe slightly to. Walking 
in this manner brings into use the 
entire ossa fulcra of each foot and 
maintains development Of the entire 
foot aad leg. In walking with toes 
aut. &e metatarsal of the great toe 
is the only one used as the fulcrum; 
the others become weakened from 
slight use or non-use. 


"Changing from shoes -with high 


heels to low heels is a dangerous 
procedure. When playing, the golfer 


may be brought about by changes. 
All shoes should be carefully exam- 
ined to see it they are wide enough 
and long enough." 


The use of metal arches or foot- 


plates fpr this condition is con- 
demned b,y Dr. Cross, who points out 
that "metal appliances of all kinds 
splint the foot and prevent proper 
functioning of the muscles and liga- 


ments, causing atrophy from disuse," 
while an exactly opposite condition 
is required in the successful treat- 
ment of golfer's foot Of the ready- 
made appliances on the market for 
the correction of distorted feet and 
broken arches, he says, "there is 
none that will give the desired result 
in more than 8 per cent of the 
cases.' 


Dr. Cross concludes with the re- 


minder that: "It is necessary to 
have a good pair of feet to stand 
upon, to work upon and to play 
upon." 


Silkworm Most Wonderful Weaver 
T 


HE silk-worm is Just a eater- 
polar after an, but a special 
kind of caterpillar which de- 


velops moat curiously. It is very 
small when first hatched'from the 
egg, and grows so rapidly that it 
changes its skin, or moults, four 
times in the eight weeks which are 
required for attaining full growth, 
about three inches in length. Then 
it stops eating and looks for a good 
place in which it may alter into a 
butterfly. It raises its bead and 
forelegs and climbs up whatever it 
comes across. Finding what seems 
suitable, usually a twig of a tree it 
attaches itself to the twig with a 
rough tangled fibre, termed "refuse 
silk." Then it begins to unwind a 
long, continuous thread of silk, mov- 
ing its head from side to side, and 
bending it backward over its body so 
that the silk is wound all about itself, 
forming an oval-shaped cocoon, which 


when completed is about the size of 
a pigeon's egg. 


The silk in a single cocoon is some 


400 feet or more in length. In doing 
its wonderful weaving the silk worm 
makes a movement covering .195 of 
an inch every second. Knowing the 
length of the thread it follows that 
the worm moves its head 300,000 
times ia weaving its cocoon. 


The cocoon being finished in about 


four days, the silk-worm changes to 
a pupa, or grub, the chrysalis stage, 
lying quiescent for from two to three 
weeks. Now the skin bursts, and 
the perfect moth or butterfly is ready 
to escape from its silken prison. In 
order to do this nature has provided 
it with a little bladder in its head 
filled with a liquid for moistening the 
silk. This soaks through the silk, so 
that the moth is able to push its 
head between the fibres, and emerge 
without tearing a thread of the silk.

HE science of chemistry has 
solved the mystery of what 
man is made of and can de- 


termine the value of the various 
chemicals found in the human body. 


The latest research proves that 


1200 eggs hold all the chemical ele- 
ments contained in a man weighing 
150 pounds. This does not mean that 
if you make aa enormous omelet of 
these 1200 eggs a man would be pro- 
duced. It does signify, however, that 
the elements in the eggs would be 
equal to the elements in a man. 


If~a person were to eat nothing but 


eggs, scientists say, be would get 


just the chemicals needed for sup- 
porting life, but the system would 
not digest an exclusive diet like this. 
The person trying to live on eggs 
alone would soon sicken, and if the 
diet were not changed would die. 


If an average man, weighing 150 


pounds, were reduced to a fluid it is 
estimated that he. would yield 3630 
cubic feet of illuminating gas and hy- 
drogen, or enough to fill a balloon 
that would carry 155 pounds. 


Scientists also say that if the nor- 


mal human body were taken just as 
it Is and all of the elements extract- 
ed from it there would be found 


enough iron to make seven large 
nails; enough fat for 14 one-pound 
candles; enough carbon to make the

The Pitts- 
burgh, observations were carried out 
witt a rather small type of collect- 
ing funnel, and probably the results 
would have been still higher had the 
standard gauge been used. 


In Pie. 1 appears a pattern of soot 


and dust gauge which is described 
in the following manner by John B. 
C. Kershaw, in the Scientific Ameri- 
can: "The standard type of soot and 
dust gauge consists of alarge castiron 
fnnne! enameled on the inside, and 
having a collecting area of four 
square feet The funnel is supported 


fo£ one-month. The rain brings down 
the soot-and other impurities in the 
air, and much of the insoluble portion 
of this impurity collects on the bot- 
tom of the first bottle. Before re- 
moving the bottles for examination 
of their contents, the funnel is 
washed down with some, of the col- 
lected water, and a brush is used to 
remove any solid deposit that has 
adhered to the surface of the en- 
amel." 


Scientists have also found that the 


measurement of the intensity of sun- 
light is closely conected with the sub- 
ject of air-pollution by solid matter, 
for the greater the number of soot 
and dust particles suspended in the 
atmosphere, the greater Is the screen- 
ing effect of the air upon sunlight,

Stage after stage these boots,

strong. These clever and indus- 
trious Frenchwomen soak them In 
some mixture and pass them from 
1'and to hand until the leather be- 
comes as pliable as ever it was, 
after which they are scrubbed and 
rubbed and patched and soles or 
heels put on where required. 


Next the boots are immersed In 


a bath of boiling oil, straightened 
and shaped; and when the last 
process is finished they can scarcely 
be distinguished from boots newly 


bought. One repairing shop turns 
out 5000 pairs every day. 


In other enormous workshops 


khaki 
uniforms, 
tattered, mud- 


soiled, and some of them blood- 
stained, are made "as good ts 
new." 
After passing them through 


a bath of hot water, the rags (for 
they are mostly nothing else) are 
handed to the women, who cut off 
the sound portions with sharp 
knives. These fragments are then 
washed in a disinfecting fluid, and 
•when dry they are taken in hand by 
a small army of tailors, who, with 
wonderful cleverness and ingenuity, 
remake them. 
Then they are re- 


turned to the army ready for ser- 
vice again.

''A new form of recortttmr actino- 


meter that is automatic in action, 
and makes a photographic record of 
the intensity of sunlight over 12 
Hours, has been devised by Prof 
Hsldahe Gee and Mr. W. C. Jenkins 
of the Manchester (England) School 
of Technology. 
\ 


"This Instrument, which is illus- 


trated in Fig. f, consists of a fixed 
metal cylinder 6 inches in diameter 
«nd 2£ inches lonf. The cylinder 
is open at the bottom. Its top is 
closed with a lid, which has on its 
drcnmferenoe a scale of hours, and 
round its edge a scale of quarter 
boon. By the use of a clamping de- 
vice, photographic paper can be se- 
cured evenly on the surface of the 
drum. The lid is fixed to a curved 
metal upright supported oa the wood- 
en base of the instrument. 


"The top of the upright is gradu- 


ated from 50 to 65 degrees, corres- 
ponding to the local values of lati- 
tude. This enables the axis of the 
cylinder to be fixed at the required 
latitude by moving the curved arm 
until an index mark is at the right 
angle. 


"Concentric with the fixed cylinder ' 


is a movable one of a little larger 
size. On the bottom is a clock, -with 
its driving axis passing through a 
hole in the metal bottom of the cyl- 
inder. This axis passes into a hole 
In a rod, and when the axis is held 
by turning a clamp-screw, the outer 
CTTfcder Trttfa Its doc!; revolves round 
the inner cylinder once in 24 hours 
The clock runs for seven days and 
after adjustment keeps good time 


"It may be noted that in the actino. 


meter the axis is held, and the clock 
rotates. This arrangement is the re- 
verse of an ordinary clock. To keep 
the cylinders concentric, a central 
rod Is fixed to the centre of the upper 
cylinder, and pivots in a central hole 
in the top of the clock case. On the 
rotating drum are two fixed metal 
Jaws provided with a slit between 
them. This slit is wider at the mid- 
dle and tapers each way. 


"When in use, the instrument must 


be placed with Its axis in the geo- 
graphical meridian, and the slit is 
brought opposite to the mark indi- 
cating solar time, when the motion 
of the slit will follow the sun, and 
the Intensity of the light will be in- 
dicated by the degree of blackening 
of the paper. 


"The type of paper best suited for 


the purpose has been the object of 
many experiments and inquiries. So 
fa- as the experimental work has 
been completed. It has been found 
that a gaslight ps^er that has bees 
treated with a 5 per cent solution of 
resorcin, containing one-half 
per 


cent, of glycerin. Is thfe most suitable 
paper for general use. The paper is 
sensitive to ultra-violet light, and to 
a certain extent to the red end 
of the spectrum."

The number of battleships being 
limited, so likewise is the number of 
men needed and the amount o£ am- 
munition required.

It is probable, I grant you, that there 
would not be much evidence of sprightly enthusiasm in my 
manner at the moment I might even be induced to re- 
linquish both jobs in favor of some younger and more de- 
serving candidate for martial glory, for in matters of this 
sort my generous, impulsive nature is apt to assert itself 
in some such act of self-denial; But if the finger of 
patriotic duty were to beckon to me, and to me alone, I 
believe that I would go shudderingly to it and do my best. 


I am willing to divide my bank roll with the Red

Naming' the Many Parts of a Modern Seaplane. 


jEOPLE in general know so 
little about the construction 
of an airplane that they re- 


gard It merely as nothing more than 
canvas wings held together by wires 
and propelled by a motor. As a mat- 
ter of fact, an airship is a wonderful 
machine of many parts, bearing 
something of the relation to an auto- 
mobile of the very latest model that 
the finest watch does to a 65-cent 
alarm clock. 


Since aircraft has played so im- 


portant a. part in the prosecution of 
the war and la destined to play per- 
haps the greatest part of all, the 


striking of the winning blow, the 
layman naturally wonders how such 
a simple and frail-looking machine, 
as compared with superdreadnoughts 
and 15-inch gnns, is capable 
of 


striking so tremendous a blow. And 
this interest is heigntened by the 
fact that the United States is pre-

''aerial navy" in the world and from 
the air strike Prussian militarism 
a fatal blow. 


For these reasons the publication 


by the Century Company of a "Text- 
book of Naval Aeronautics," by 
Henry Woodhouse, member of the 


board of governors of the Aero Club 
of America, and with an introduc- 
tion by Rear Admiral Bradley A. 
FisJke, president of the United States 
Naval Institute, is opportune be- 
cause, as Admiral Fiske says, "it In 
essential that the people be told 
what naval aeronautics can do to 
help the nation, and that the men 
who are to fight for us in the air 
shall be given every opportunity to 
learn to do it." 


The latest model of the naval 


airplane, as shown in the accom- 
panying illustration, consists of 41 
distinct parts fitted together with 


the greatest mechanical precision. 


The marvel of the airplane, how- 


ever, is its wonderful engine, which 
Is very similar to that of an auto- 
mobile. The engine of a motor ear 
weighs from 600 to 1200 pounds and 
even more- it will average from 
20 to 30 pounds per horse-power at 
the lowest, while the finest type of 
an airplane engine runs two pounds 
and less per horsepower. It is lit- 
erally true that the airplane engine 
is "built like a watch."' 


Some automobile engines of about 


22 horse-power do not.cost In quan- 
tity over ISO, while a high-powered 


airplane engine of 12Q tp ISO feot»e> 
power, costs |3000. A complete afik 
plane of the largest model made 
costs from 110,000 to 130.000. 


The size and power of VlrpJanes 


Is steadily increasing and aeronau- 
tic engineers now consider it quite 
practicable to build tirships that will 
carry from §0,00(0 to 100,000 pouada. 
This may sound extreme IQ th« lay- 
man, but it is not half as much so 
as when in 1908, it was prophesied 
that some day an airplane would 
soar to a height of 7000 feet with 
21 passengers, which is exactly what 
was done in England in July, i$ie.

Lehany's Pigs

Some 
agencies that have been violently 'insistent that four 
tracks should now be laid through the identical section 
of the busy thoroughfare were then even more insistent 
that two of the four existing trucks should be torn up. 
The Governor of the State took a hand. The upshot 
was that one night after the the judges presumably had

nnd no probability of other intevferpTicp. n Ini-ire force 
was set to work and the two outside tracks were torn 
up. The political exigency that required this summary 
action at This distance is more shadowy than that 
which now confronts the city administration; but uu- 
doubtedly it existed. Reduced to final terms, it was 
to enable those concerned to demonstrate that they 
were with the "common people." Of course, the city 
had not gone into the railroad business at that time, 
and the effort was not complicated by conditions which 
now prevail. But the two incidents, while directly 
opposite in the ends sought, were inspired by about the 
same idea. It suited a purpose of those at the head 
of the city government twenty years ago to tear two 
tracks out of Market street. Time's whirligig brings 
around a situation so that those now at the head of the 
city government find it to their advantage to put two 
additional tracks in that thoroughfare. 
Four-Tracking Market 


The vote »f 16 to 2 on the proposition to four-track 


Market street does not indicate how the members really 
stood. It only shows that there is a brace of super- 
visors who are not solicitous as to political conse- 
quences. Those who were not in favor of the four 


ter to popular vote but did not see their way to vote 
accordingly, are variously estimated to number bix to 
eight. The vote was so preponderant in favor of the 
project that there was a general tendency to get aboard 
the band wagon. The impression is that had the matter 
been submitted to a referendum it would have been 
defeated. All downtown and the Western Addition are 
opposed to four tracks in Market street.

attention. There is an ordinance that prohibits the 
keeping of pigs within the incorporated limits of the 
City and County of Sail Francisco. It was enacted be- 
cause the practice of keeping and fattening droves 
of pigs in the Butchertown vicinity, with all their mal- 
odors and general nuisance, had grown to unbearable 
proportions. Sheep are comparatively dainty and are 
still allowed in droves, awaiting their slaughter; but a 
hog is alwajs a hog. The ordinance has driven every- 
body with a penchant for keeping swine out of business 
except Supen isor Lehany. Hog fatteners who had peua 
next his premises out on Fifth avenue have been com- 
pelled by the health authorities to transfer their field 
of operations or go out of business; but not Lehauy. 
He is immune. Though his emplovees and representa- 
tives have a number of times been hauled up for in- 
fraction of the law, each time they have been got off 
in one way or another, and the pig industry has con- 
tinued to contribute its distinctive odors to those which 
differentiate the Butchertown district form a meadow 
of new-mown hay. This situation is coming into new 
prominence through the fact that the new road to 
Hunter's Point goes directly past this malodorous 
place, and while it will not be a barrier, the nicely 
paved road with the aristocratic name of Fifth avenue 
will not prove popular for joy rides. The number of 
porkers that are maintained cannot be given and does 
not need to be; it is enough that it mounts into the 
thousands. There Tare decks of them, one above The 
other. There are brood pens where the small pink 
porkers may be seen frisking cutely about whenever one 
is able to forget the odors long enough to take account 
of them; and there arc great pens of grown stock being 
fattened for slaughter. All The pens are fairly reeking. 
The pigs are fed upon swill gathered from the city. 
Here is where the supervisor gets in again. AS chair- 
man of the police committee he is able to commandeer 
the kitchen refuse of the big hotels and restaurants, 
and thus get the "choice" feed of the city with no 


stuff is dumped and mixed and then fed to the pigs, 
adding its odors to the others. Butchertown is build- 
ing up and families essay to live there, and have com- 
plained of this violation of the law and its resultant 
stench over and over again. 
Exemption Officers 


It is now seen why There was such a considerable 


effort to get out of serving on exemption boards. It 
will be remembered that there was almost a stampede 
of those appointed To serve on the bodies which were 
to determine the merits of appeals for exemption to get 
shut of the work. It was feared that there would be 
some anroying consequences to those who served in 
such crucial position, but the matter of appeal and of 
divided responsibility it was thought would ameliorate 
the situation. Owing to the unexpectedly widespread 
inclination to avoid military duty by those who are 
physically and otherwise competent, some members of 
exemption boards are finding Their duties more onerous 
even than they feared. The case of Kingdon Gould in 
New York, inheritor of millions, who applied for 
exemption on the ground that he had to support a 
family, has several good imitations here. It does not 
avoid consequences to pass the cases on for final de- 
cision. When an exemption officer fails to do all that 
is possible to get off one who considers that he ought 
to be exempt, or whose friends think they ought to be

The Bell Case Novelized

Probably there is no parallel to the romance in- 


volved in the Thomas Bell estate. A quarter century 
ago the news columns were full of the Bell family 
affairs—how the head of the family fell over the 
bannisters to his death; how the colored female major 
domo of the establishment ruled the household and 
surrounded it with a wierd atmosphere; how the 
family dwelling was referred to as ''The House of 
Mystery,'' and other unusual details. The estate was 
considered bankrupt and was put up at auction by 
the administrator. Only §25,000 was bid for the sum 
total of a reputed millionaire's holdings. Judge Coffey 
refused to confirm the sale at that figure and the 
estate was continued in probate. A large part of it 
consisted 01 uesei't muu 111 i^ciu onu uuu^i vuuiii^.>, 
then considered of no value. But it turned out to be 
very rich oil land, and the upshot was that an estate 
that was bankrupt some two decades ago was settled 
up the other day and shown to be worth some four 
millions. Judge Coffey, still on the bench, warmly 
complimented T. Z. Blakeman, who had stayed with 
it all these years and at last was able to make such a 
remarkable final report. Which is important enough 
in itself, but is in a Avay preliminary to another inter- 
esting fact that may not be generally known. The 
whole Bell tragedy has been done in a detective story 
by a San Francisco newspaper man. E. H. Hurlburt, 
and is now running in a magazine that makes a spe- 
cialty of that class of literature. All the incidents of 
the tragedy and the family history figure in the story, 
somewhat heightened in places to give it a detective 
perspective. The persons who perform are made to 
stalk through the tale with their names changed, but 
their personalities readily identified from the common 
knowledge of the case. Captain Lees is in the cast as 
Leeds. Mammy Pleasants drifts through the narrative 
as the sinister character; and a new character is intro- 
duced in "Lanigan,'' who enacts the Sherlock Holmes 
role, absolutely necessary in all modern detective 
stories. This character was created by Hurlburt and 
runs through' all Hurlburt's tales. 
The Strike in the Hall-Scott Shops 


Tbo fvalkont in HIP plant of the TTall-Scott factory 


was one of the singular labor upheavals that charac- 
terize the times. It has been announced that the pro- 
prietors were endeavoring to ascertain what the walk- 
out was about and who ordered it. They did not suc- 
ceed in either quest. The factory is not strictly a union 
shop, though most of its workmen are union men. It 
is engaged in manufacturing engines for government 
airplanes. The nearest approach to determining the 
mysteries of the strike was ascertaining that it was 
worked up by certain of the employees, who talked ajid 
influenced weaker fellows. One of the things thev 
urged was a slowing up in ;'. .• output. The idea was 
preached that They were doisig too much. Wheu the 
men walked out the company posted notices that the 
shop was dosed for repaiis and stock taking. When it 
op'.nod there was a squad of soldiers encamped inside, 
and the men h.ul !o make re-employment an individual 
mntter. Some forty of Them did not get back. It is now 
lound that more work is being done without these forty 
than was previously done wiTh them. 
Liquor to Men in Uniform 


The lenient course pursued by the Police Commis- 


sion in <l"a!ing w i t h those who sell liquor to soldiers 
I:.;-, .it1:;:ue,l the niU-niJou of tl;c Federal authorities. 
Wliwi rajght at it, ih« excuse that the proprietor did 
noi Kiiow .1 hoii i i 
1, li.is iK't-n enough to save the muni- 


iipal license. The barkeeper is1 penalized. Sometimes 
he is no: poitjiiued to work any longer in the place, 
and in one instance- he was prohibited working behind 
the b/r but \\as allowed to act as floorwalker to pro- 
mote/business in a social way out in front. That is to 
say,, those consequences ensue when the Police Com- 


mission only is to be reckoned with. Judge Van Fleet 
of the Federal Court seems to consider that such.action 
is not meeting the situation. He intimated ag much 
to Theodore Koche of the Police Commission in a case 
where the excuse was that the proprietor had not in- 
formed the barkeeper not to sell to men in uniform. 
The excuse did not "go" with the judge, who imposed 
a sentence of six months "on the culprit. Pretty gen- 
erally, however, the law is observed. Its effect is appar- 
ent in the demeanor of the men in rniforni, of whom 
the streets are full. 
Municipal Music 


There is discontent among the official musicians. 


None of the city's musical enterprises is prosperingfin 
a satisfactory commercial way, and effort is con- 
tinually beiug made by one beneficiary to improve the 
situation, sometimes at the expense of another.. Musi- 
cians of class do not have a high opinion of the munic- 
ipal concerts wherein the city stands the expense of 
sixty to eighty musicians and a conductor, and charges 
10 cents admission. These concerts were largely insti- 
tuted by adroit political efforts of a coterie. The 
manipulators of the municipal concerts look askance 
at the municipal organist. The municipal organist 
gets §10.000 a year, whereas the lender of the orchestra 
gets a hundred a concert, and though the admission is 
so ridiculously nominal the people do not turn out and 
the city has a big deficit to make good alter em-y 
effort to uplift the masses. The municipal organist is 
credited with being an artist and has not seen his way 
to play at municipal concerts. His manipulation of 
the great instrument would undoubtedly help out on 
these occasions. Last week a rather vicious dig at the 
organist appeared in print, indited by one who fo^- 
inerly was his champion. It would appear that there 
is a purpose to bring the organist around to a frame 
of mind that would result in his lending a hand. Any 
way, the small bickerings afford an illumination of the 
effort to refine the masses by free harmony. 
Banquet to the Japanese Embassy 


The banquet at the Palace Hotel given to the Jap- 


anese embassy was a notable function. The governor 
was there, likewise Under Secretary Long of the State 
Department, likewise the mayor, likewise an array of 
citizens prominent in various walks of life. Noticeable 
among these were the labor leaders. P. H. McCarthy 
was there in evening dress. State Labor Commissioner 
McLaughlin was among those present. Mr. Casey, head 
of the Teamsters' Union, was there, as also was Mr. 
Tveitmoe, variously eminent in labor union circles and 
T>r<xnrI<iTit of thf> anti-Japanese organization that was 
very much in evidence a little while back. Each wore 
a Japanese flag on his lapel. The mayor wore the 


. insignia of the Order of the Rising Sun. with which 


he was invested by official Japanese representatives 
during the- late exposition. The presence of the labor 
leaders in such numbers at such a function is the 
feature of the affair that is the most interesting as an 
aftermath. Organized labor and the Japanese have not 
blended very readily in times past. One explanation of 
the phenomenon may be. and is generally understood 
to be, that Japanese labor is to be recognized and 
unionized. 


* 
Something of a Mystery 


The physical encounter between Supervisor Hynes 


and Dr. Quinlan affords a mystery. 
The accounts 


merely tell how the veterinary doctor met and van- 
quished the supervisor in such degree that quite 
extensive medical repairs were necessary; also, that at 
a reckoning in the police court, where the supervisor 
sought redress, a jury acquitted the aggressor. There 
is a statement in the accounts that the two had been 
close friends, but no hint as to the cause of the falling 
out. Quinlan is somewhat aggressive on general prin- 
ciples. A story is told of him in connection with the 
great fire of eleven years ago. He was liberating some 
horses from a barn that was in the path of the flames, 
and desired to turn them into a lot near by. A fireman 
had the gate shut and refused to open it. Quinlan 
hofrrrp^ ;ind then demanded, but the fireman was ob- 
SO 


durate. Then he pitched in and gave battle and came 
out triumphant, as he did in the more recent affray. 
But the affair went through the police court and was 
taken cognizance of by the fire department, becoming 
quite a celebrated case; but the veterinary stood his 
ground, though firemen are not understood to be averse 
to the sort of thing that he seemed to rely on. 
To Help in Sugar 


Food Commissioner Hoover has designated George 


Rolph as his assistant in the special domain of sugar. 
Of course, it is understood that he is a brotlier of the 
mayor. And by those who have acquaintance with the 
commercial life of this city it is understood that he is 
as much different in several important respects ag it 
is possible to be. He is the manager of the American- 
Hawaiian Company, which owns the big sugar refinery 
at Crockett. In times past this corporation had a vio- 
lent tussle with organized labor, which differentiates 
the head of it from the mayor. He is one of the props 
of the Chamber of Commerce, which is further differ, 
cntialion. One of the perfectly well-known facts is that 
1he mayor is bitter against Ibis organization, though it 
furnished very many of the votes by which he was 
placed in the mayor's chair. George Rolph is one of 
the best-known and most active members of this famous 
body, and one of the most popular. 
Though the 


brothers, both so prominent in commercial life, are yj 
at variance in essential matters in which others often 
become bitter, they are on the most brotherly terms 
and discuss the matters on which they so widely differ 
in the most amicable way.

To 
these might be added other classes 
of plants,

etc.), 


some of which flower and some of 
which do not, and the bamboo*, which 
fit rather better into a later chapter 
In this series. 


Ferns are not difficult to grow well,

grees, will in safety taJto care of tlio 
whole list. 


So far as cultur.il requirements nre 


concerned 
palms occupy a

tion of manure made and well spaded 
in.

will do well in sand; all of them that 
will be listed will grow at their best 
in a medium clay loam. 
Many enter

planting, and subsequently will benefit 
by extra feeding perhaps once a year 
in tho spring. 
If tho drainage Is tol- 


erably good almost all of the sorts 
will profit by an occasional irrigation, 
thotigh In this respect they are rather 
easily satisfied.

Record of England's War Achievement Is Set Forth Inspiringly by Mrs. Humphrey Ward 


"The 
Fighting Men' Is Remarkable Collection of Short Stories With Setting in Present War 


'TOWARDS GOAL";

O some, the battles in tho 


air or under the water are 
the strangest developments 
of tho war. Olheis stand 
amazed at social changes 
and the new lines of indus- 


trial organization. It is also true that 
there ore many others who have long 
ceased to wonder at anything con- 
nected with it all and who will pick 
up a "war book" by Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward with no feeling of surprise. 
Nothing short of a world upheaval 
could cause her to do it, to write her 
book "Towards tho Goal," and in'it ' 
she has made plain the sorrow that 
ts her's that events did not shape 
themselves that she might continue 
to write of tho ways of peace. 


Biut one expects Mis. Ward to per- 


form her task well and there is no 
surprise in the discovery that she has 
done so. 
There are many, particu- 


larly among the Britons, who have 
read her little book "England's Ef- 
fort." It is a collection of letters writ- 
ten to an American friend in answer 
to the current American criticism of 
England. 
In it is a description of 


conditions by one who studied them 
intimately. 
It is a book to help to- 


ward an understanding, written in the 
days before that understanding ex- 
isted in its present measure. 


"Towards the Goal" is, in a sense, a 


sequel to the other. 
It is Thjj Cook 


of 
England's 
achievement. 
Mrs. 


Ward has been given the opportunity 
to study her nation at work in all of 
the lines of war. 
She has visited the 


navy wards, the munition plants, fac- 
tories of various kinds, recruiting of- 
fices, and the fronts In a number of 
lands, and she has taken it for her 
task to tell what England has done. 
Her literary powers, the same that 
have made her the most famous of 
living women writers of English, have 
made her performance notable. 
The 


book is one to cheer the Briton or any 
of his allies; it is a tribute to work 
well done and tho best soil of a trib- 
ute in that it ts a recital of actual 
achievement. 


The form selected by Mrs. Ward 


for her book Is one to occasion, per- 
haps, more surprise in this country 
than in England. 
She has addressed 


all of her 
chapters to 
Theodore 


Roosevelt and writes as if she were 
sending him personal letters. Roose- 
velt, it is explained, was the inspira- 
tion of her first war book. 
There is 


no other explanation. 


"How 
much 
further, 
then, 
haa 


Great Britain 
marched 
since 
the 


Spring of last year—how much nearer 
Is she to the end? 
One can but an- 


swer such questions in the most frag- 
mentary and tentative way, relying 
tor the most part on the opinions and 
Information of those who know, those 
who' are in the van of action, at home 
and abroad, but also on one's own 
personal impressions of an Incompar- 
able scene. 
And every day, almost, 


at this breathless moment, the answer 
of yesterday may become obsolete." 


This is the task the writer makes 


here and in Its performance she neg- 
lects little. One goes with her to a 
naval base and hears of the subma- 
rine peril and what has been done to 
meet It, of the Jutland battle, of 
crossing the channel, of the task of 
aviators, of figures and facts to stag- 
ger and to encourage.

"Giotto in Assist"— 
a Translation 


When Hill Tolerton brought out a 


superb collection of Spanish and early 
Italian paintings last winter, inciden- 
tally one of the most interesting ex- 
hibits ever shown in California—the 
Exposition cxcejjted—an example of 
Giotto was shown, two, to bo exact. 
And they were (.he center of interest 
of a largo group of earnest painters 
who are going back to the early mas- 
ters for suggestion, If not method, 
men like Henry V. Poor, Gottardo ' 
PlazzonI, .Ralph Stackpole, and other 
serious man. 
. 


For them and others who may be 


interested in tho art of Giotto, the 
following 
translation 
from Angolo 


Conti's recent work, "Sul Flume del 
Tempo," In the July number of the 
Art World, may be of interest: 


Giotto appeared to me for the first 


time In the lower church, Assisl. The 
low, ample vaults wer%? full of shadow 
and silence, it was not yet dawn. The 
paintings still sl«-pt in tho darkness of 
'the night; the mystery waa watched 
by a few scattered lamps here and 
there. Little by little the walls near- 
est tho high altar became illumined by 
a palliti light as of the moon, and 
gradually the first colors and the first 
faces revealed themselves. Then ap- 
peared, though not yet distinct in 
every part, tho four allegories of 
Giotto. 


Tho lower oliurch of Asslsi has 


been made In such a way that It ia 
easy for the human soul to converse 
there with tho infinite. 
Was it far 


from us, this world? And yet nothing 
seems go near ns this mystery which 
envelops us, aa theso faces of saints 
with familiar mien. It almost seema 
to us that the soul has found again a 
part of itself which formerly had gone 
astray. The arnhes curve themselves 
upon our self-communion and some- 
thing separates itsejf from 
inmost being 'which filla t 
Giotto had those sensations while 
working on -the- mystic marriage ot 
St. Francis with Poverty, and ex- 
pressed them by means of a painting 
wliich is a prayer to God. By reason 
of this ho has been able to give to 
tho lower churcli at Assisi, sprung up- 
on the tomb of the "Poverello," a 
voice which speaks to our spirit with 
tho persuasive and moving power of' 
legend. 


Never was thero seen a more ad- 


mirable harmony between the plcturo 
and tho soul of the place where It 
appears. 
The laces, the gestures of 


tho figures painted there are truly 
the animate language of this shadow 
and this silence, are truly that which 
expresses and which suma up as in a 
synthesis this living mystery. 


In tho upper church everything la 
changed. Here the painting does not 
epitomize but btcomesa narrative, and 
entering into particulars tells us the 
principal episodes of the legend. In 
the lower church, prayer In shadow 
and silence; hej«e, singing Sn the light 
aud the air full of wingings and warb- 
lings. Here tha life of tho saint la 
truly sung as Dante wills it. 


Pol che la gent) poverella crebbe 
dietro a costui, la cui mlrabil vita 
meglio in gloria del del el canterebbo 


(When the poor folk Increased upon 
his track whoso marvelous life were 
better sung In Heaven's glory.) 
This harmony between the feeling 
end Images of Dante and the way of 
feeling and Imigicj; of Giotto, If it 
has been Indicated before, baa not, I 
thing, up to new been exactly deter- 
mined, and It Is useful I bellevo In 


these days to fix In a clear thought the 
still vague intuition. 
Dante himself 


helps us to do so. I shall cite only 
two examples from Purgatorio: 


Do you remember the 
Emperor 
Trajan ?• 


Intorno a lul par en, calcato e pleno 
di cavalier!, e t'aquile dell* oro 
sopresso In .vista al vento si movleno. 


(Round 
about him appeared 
a 


trampling a.nd throng of, horsemen, 
and the eagles in gold above him 
moved visibly to the wind.) 


I cite these verses because they are 


. divinely beautiful. -Bait it Is not, Giotto 
one feels here; Mantegna rather, A 
woman meanwhile, a young widow, 
presses her way through the armed 
men and the standards and seizing 


. the reins of the emperor,. says to him: 
. . . Signer fammi vendetta 


del mlo figlluol ' ch'e morto, end' io 
m'accoro. 


And th& emperor: 
"Ora aspetta 


tan to ch' Io torn!" ed ella "Signor'mlo" 
como persona In cul dolor s'affretta, 
"setu non torn!?" 


("Lord, do me vengeance for my 
son who is slain, whereby my heart is 
pierced." 
He: "Now wait until I 


return." 
Arid she, like a person in 


whom grief Is urgent: "My Lord, but 
If thou dost not return?") 


These verses are In the tenth canto 


of Purgatorio. 
And there is in the 


fifteenth canto a dialogue very similar 
to the preceding one. 
In a temple, 


which is the Synagogue, are assem- 
bled the Jiidiac doctors and Jesus is 
among them. 
Suddenly a woman 


enters, who is Mary In search of her 
son : 


Ed mia domna In su 1'entrar Ion atto 
dolce di madre dicer "Figlino mio, 
percho hal tu cos! verso noi fatto? 
ecco dolente, Io tup padre ed io 
ti cercavano . . ' ." 


(and my lady within the entrance 
with the tender attitude of a mother, 
saying: "My son, why hast thou thus 
dealt with us? 
Behold, thy 
father 


and I sought thee sorrowing. . . .") 
I could multiply tho examples, clt- ' 


ing the answer of Pisistrato'a wife, 
the stoning of St. Stephen and other 
episodes, if these verses that I have 
transcribed were not quite enough to 
make one- understand the moving sim- 
plicity of theso poetical representa- 
tions. 


Of the same essence and the sam» 


simplicity are the representations In 
Giotto's paintings. 
Nothing useless, 


nothing superfluous ever, but all the 
parts, all the gestures, all the move- 
ments destined to concentrate the at- 
tention toward the point where the 
sentiment or the passion should be 
most visible and most eloquent. And 
then something new, which had not 
been In the painting of the preceding 
centuries — the entire man, not only In 
his mortal frame, but in gesture and 
physiognomy expresses the hope, the 
doubt, the anxiety, the terror, the 
desperation, the peace, the ecstacy, 
all the moments in short, and all the 
sensations of his soul. 


This is the new word pronounced 
by Giotto in the world of painting, 
helped into being by the simplicity of 
the means necessary to his powers. A 
poor critic in truth Is he who still per- 


• slats in seeing nothing in the art of 


Giotto but an attempt to approach 
that "real" forgotten by the painters 
,of the preceding centuries who, even 
while praising the good execution of 
many figures close enough to visible 
and tangible truth, still find his draw- 
ing crude and his perspective erro- 
neous. 


Try to correct according to your 
realism the frescoes of Assist; Padua, 
Florence, and you havo destroyed the 
eternal character and the profound 
Idea of Qlotto. That which you call 
an error la nothing if not a means of 
expression; and who looks at a work 
of art 10 always mistaken when in-

"A prison camp dues not strike the 


average composer as the Ideal place 
In which to work," :a.y~s May Stanley 
in "Musical America," "neither does a 
diet of acorn coffee and prison bread 
seem to bo the ideal fare on which to 
nourish composers. 
Vet in these con- 


ditions 
Bryceson 
Treharne 
wrote 


nearly two hundred f.ongs. 


"Mr. Treharne's name is not yet 


familiar to American concert-goers, 
but it is safe to say that this condition 
will not obtain in MX months' time. 
A group of his song't, really exquisite 
bits of composition that display poetic 
insight of a high order, have recently 
been published and New Yorkers will 
hear an entire progi am of his works 
sung by Louis Grnveiire next October. 


"America has list< ned recently 
to 


French, Russian, German and Italian 
composers without number. 
In Mr. 


Treharne's work will be* given 
tho 
compositions of a Welshman—race of 
poets, musicians, dreamers and fight- 
ing ni.cn—and the Keltic strain 
of 


mysticism, which at times makes tho 
Irish and Welsh, ne.ir of klh to tho 
Orient, Is very evident in his work. 


"One Is Inclined to picture the com- 


poser as a man apart, a bit aloof from 
his fellow men, sitting In a very special 
litllo world In whicli he weaves the 
fabric of his special dreams. But Mr. 
Treharne Is not ono of the aloof ones. 
Like Kipling's celebialed 'soldier and 
sailor, too,' ho has been busy 'doln' 
all sorts of things,' and tho result has 
been a highly variegated 
life, 
from 


which he has drawn color for the fine 
work he has already done and tho still 
more pretentious things which he has 
in the making. 


"Mr. Treharno bi-gan his musical 


career as a tcachei of piano in tho 
department of music at the University 
of Adelaide, Australia, following ex- 
tensive study In London, Paris and 
Munich. 
A notable series of plano- 


forto recitals and 
chamber 
music 


concorta made his name familiar to 
Australian 
audlenct s in 
Adelaide, 


Sydney and Mclboui ne. 
"Then tho rebel Keltic blood had 


Its way, and ho took up a new enter- 
prise—the establishment of a theater 
in Adelaide that would present 
tho 


work of such revolutionists as Gordon 
Craig"~cf Rostand, L idy Greory, Gals- 
worthy, Schnitzler and 
Yeats. This 


was in 1908, when 
tho revulsion 


against the commei clal theater was 
yet In Its infancy. 


"For four years Mr. Treharno man- 


aed tho Adelaide Li'erary theater, as 
it was called, gathering about him 
peoplo who believed with Shaw that 
'the great dramatist has something 
other to do than to ;<mA!so either him- 
self or his audience, he has to inter- 
pret life.'

grew tremen- 


dously and during 1 he four yeais of 
Mr. Treharne's

plays that lived up to the ideal sought: 
—of making tho the ater a temple oi 
aspiration. 


"Mr. 
Treharno 
managed 
all the 


productions, wrote a vast quantity of 
incidental m,usio foi tho productions 
and—Important Hem—mado his the- 
ater 
self-supporting. 
Tho urgo to 


serious musical work led him, In 1912, 
to give up his theati leal work and re- 
turn to Europe, whero ho lived 
in 


London, Paris, 
Milan 
and 
Berlin, 


studying, teaching and continuing his 
work in composition. 


"Then came the v ar and after sev- 
eral futile 
attempt; 
to get out of 


Germany Mr. Trehai no found himself, 
with about 
6000 other British sub- 


jects, Interned in th< big prison camp 
at Ituhleben, near 1 orlln. 
" 'At first 
conditions were appal- 


ling,' Mr. Treharno i ,Ud In recounting 
some of his prison < amp experiences. 
'There was not oven a blanket to bo 
had and we slept 
on tho ground. 


Then, finally, 
wo 
wero given ono 


blanket each; much later beds wore 
provided, and prisoners wcro allowed 
to reeeiva packages of 
food from 


homo, but for the first B!X months we 
subsisted 
largely on acorn coffee— 


without milk and sugar—and prison 
bread. 'It was not the regulation 
'wnr bread,' which is largely com- 
posed of rye and 
potato 
flour, but 


contained chopped str.iw and sand, to 
which the rye and potato flour was 
added. 
The sand got in one's teeth 


in shocking fashion,' he added rem- 
iniscontly. 


"'Whv the saml?' was the 
very 


natural question asked. 
" 'Because, to comply with the re- 


" ciulreinents of International law, the 


broad served to prisoners had to bo 
of a standard weight,' was tho an- 
swer. 'And tho straw was added fdr 
bulk.' 


" 'Once a week we got rice, for 


which we *ero very grateful, but the 
greater part of our meals consisted of 
the acorn 
coffee, 
prison bread and 


soup mado from 
boiled cabbage or 


turn [I/a; moat was a rarity. We were 
marched down to the kitchens to got 
our portion of acorn coffe at seven 
o'clock in the mornin-j, then we were 
marched back to barrack before we 
wcro allowed to drink it; sometimes 
we were delayed a half hour in re- 
forming in fours to march back, so 
tho coffee was not very hot by tho 
time we got a chanco at It. In some 
of the lofts in the stables at Ruhlehen 
whero we were held, there were from 
250 
men 
to 
300 men; they wero 


crowded so closely that It was impos- 
sible to lie on^nc's back in sleeping, 
there was jus^room to lie on 
one's 


side. 
Men With all sorts of ailments 


r were crowded in together. There was 


one especially shocking case of tuber- 
culosis, but finally wo had a change 
of doctors and the nciv physician hent 
tho man at once to a sanitarium. Ho 
was exchanged later and died shortly 
after reaching England. 


" 'Our chief hardships came from 


tho biutality 
of tho 
guards, 
who 


seemed to delight In 'taking out' their 
personal hatred 
of the English di- 


rectly on us. 
Another hardship was 


in being refused nil visitors, but we 
wore allowed to receive and send let- 
ters. 
Tho English prisoners owe a 


very real debt of gratitude to Am- 
bassador Gerard, for conditions be- 
came much better after he interested 
himself In our behalf. 


"'Yet, in spite of all (lie hardships 


and discomforts, I found Ruhlbcn a 
good place in which to work. X)ne 
becomes very active 
m,cntully on a 


limited diet, 


"When It is remembered that 
Mr. 


Treharno composed nearly two hun- , 
dred .songs while in the prison camp, 
in 
addition to 
several 
orohestial 


pieces and tho score of one act of a 
Japanese opera—which is wllll Incom- 
plete—It will bo seen that his con- 
tention regarding a. limited diet has 
good grounds. 


" 'We had plenty of music In camp 


at all times,' he said. 
'A ically fine 


orehcstia was 
organized among tho 


prisoners and wo gave many concerts; 
once we presented tho 'Messiah' with 
a male choir, a very Interesting in- 
novation.' 


"Tho rigors of eighteen months of 


prison cai.ip life caused a complete 
physical collapse, anil Mr. Treharno 
was included In a list of 150 men Bent 
out at tho time un exchange of pris- 
oners was effected. 
[fo went to tho 


censor with tho precioun manuscript 
of his work—as no prisoner wns al- 
lowed to take out papers of uny de- 
scription—and tho censor promised to 
uso his influence to get the manu- 
script through to Mr. Treharno. 
Ho 


did so with such goo-l effect that In 
tiireo weeks' timo all tho work was 
received by Mr. Treharno in lOngKind. 


"About ten inonthj. ago Mr. Tre- 
harne came to America. 
Ho panned 


tho early months of his arrhal in 
Boston, whore tho Bo:-ton Mu.slc Com- 
pany became Inleionled In 1m work 
and arranged to publihh .i number of 
his Bongs. 


"Tho program whirl) Mr. Graveuro 


will give ia to contain several of tho 
songs Just publiahod, which Include a 
number of thoso dotio in the Kuhlu- 
bcn camp. 


"Slnco coming to Now York Mr. 


Treharne has been continuing work on 
two operas which promise to give 
something decid-edly new to the musi- 
cal world.

budget was in course of preparation, 
will have to be re-created if the effi- 
ciency of the departments is to be 
maintained. 


It is estimated that the amounts to 
be paid by individual taxpayers will 
be approximately the same this year 
as last year, considering the increased 
assessed valuation, although the rate 
is lower. 
While in some Instances 


taxpayers will benefit by having the 
rate lowered, on the average the prop- 
erty owners whose assessments nave 
been raised will pay as much as last 
year on the same property, and In 
many instances higher.

.Canadian artillery and machine guns 
tearing the ranks to pieces at every 
step. Still tney come o". They yubh 
forward over the bodies of victims of 
previous attacks. The Canadians are 
waiting for them. They close in. Then 
the bayonet, the bitter man-to-man 
struggle and the German survivors 
roll back down the slopes. 


More than four German divisions 
have been used up in this sort of 
fighting. 
They Include the crack 
Prussian guards. (A German division 
is usually computed at 20,000 men.) 
The advance of the guards across

session. 


That the doctor, and not the jurist, 
is the proper man to decide the fate 
of the criminal and that medical facts 
and not legal facts are the only ones 
that should be taken into considera- 
tion, are the keynotes of a remark- 
able syllabus of his course issued by 
the university as an official bulletin.

FOREIGN RECRUITING AGENTS. 


The arrival here of Brigadier-General White and 


staff of the British Army on a recruiting mission 
illustrates the changes that war may suddenly

THE METHOD. 


The following method of manufacture 


Is applicable to household condition*) Boll 
the tomatoes until soft. Crush thorough- 
ly and pass through a fine sieve or a 
screen to take out the skins and woody 
portions of the pulp. Place the pulp and 
juice which pass the screen In a shallow 
pan and boil down gently over a slow 
fire to a thick consistency. A* tho water 
evaporates the pulp will thicken and be- 
come liable to scorching. Before this 
occurs, place the pan at th* back of the 
stove where the heat is not sufficient to 
cause the paste to stick to the bottom of 
the pan. Allow the pulp to evaporate 
under these conditions very slowly until 
It has become very thick and pasty; that 
Is, until it reaches about £he consistency 
of peanut butter. While still hot add 
ftbout 2 ounces of salt to a gallon of the 
pact* and pack Into hot scalded jars. The 
filled jars should be sterilized In a wash- 
boiler sterilizer for half an hour to an 
hour, as directed In previous circulars on 
canning. The jars should then be sealed. 


USED IN COOKING. 


"The tomato paste made In this way 
can ha used In cooking in the same way 
that fresh tomatoes are. It may be used 
as a flavoring for various dishes, or di- 
luted and used as soup stock, etc. 


"A flavored tomato* paste may be made 


by a recipe given by Mrs. Jessica Ha*- 
zard of Los Angeles: To one gallon of 
tomato juice and pulp prepared as above, 
add two sliced onions, two buttons of 
garlic, one bay leaf, and two or three 
Chill peppers. Boll down over a slow fire 
until It 'thickens and then concentrate 
over a Bteam bath or on the back of the 
stove to a thick paste. 
Beat In oMv» oil 


and salt to taste. 
Store In jars or cans. 
It will keep fairly well without sterilising, 
but may become moldy on top. 
If steri- 
lised, like the first paste, it win keep 
perfectly. 
"Housekeepers -are urged to us* this 


method of preserving tomatoes rather 
than the ordinary methods of canning. It 
will save nearly nine-tenths of the Jan 
usually used for. tomatoes. It to simple 
and effective.

cent City road as being the most interest- 
ing. With the family and a simple camp- 
ing outfu loaded Into one of the new 
Buick sixes, we left San Francisco on 
the six o'clock boat on Friday, the 13th 
day of July and drove through Sausallto, 
Fan 
Rafael. 
Petaluma, Santa Rosa. 


Healdaburg, and Cloverdale to McCrays, 
S5 miles north of Snn Francisco. Here 


we Joined two other cars that were to 
make part of the trip with us and the 
party consisting- of fourteen people and 
three automobiles continued north the 
next morning. 


Our route took us over the Coast ranee 


and through the little towns of Boonerllle, 
Phllo, WendUng- and Comptche, and alone 
the coaat through Uendodno and Caspar 
to Fort Brace. We had highway most of 
the distance to Boonevine, IIS miles. 
From this place on to 3I*cdoclno tiia ruada 
were in rather poor condition, being steep 
In places and rough and dusty In others. 
At Mendocino, however, excellent roads 
were encountered and followed Into Fort 
Bragg, where we spent the second night. 
An early start next morning1 took us up 
over a good road to Newport and here 
the real scenery and real roads began. We 
bad had some fine views on the day be- 
fore but nothing to compare with what 
was ahead of us. It Is true, the roads 
in places were narrow and the grades 
steep, but the scenery was grand. In 
places the road wa» blasted out of the 
face of the cliffs, several hundred feet 
above the breakers and in other places it 
would follow some little canyon inland 
for a. couple of miles and then climb up 
over a divide through a beautiful red- 
wood forest and then- the ocean would 
again spring into view two or three thou- 
sand feet below, then the next thing would 
be a sharp down grade and we would be 
back to sea level. This condition con- 
tinued from Newport through De Haven, 
Kardv. TT«al. KVnny Rrleeland and Gar- 
berville to PhillipsviUe, a distance of 
sixty-four miles. The road bed in most 
instances Is good but the gcades are 
narrow and steep with many sharp turns. 
The worst of these is the Usal grade, 
thirty-four miles north of Fort Bragg. 
This grade is one and one-third -niles long 
and has a reputation that extends for 
many miles on either side of it 
Tho 


party spent all the third day in camp at 
PhlllipsvUle. A description of this camp 
eight will suffice for the many hundreds 
that we saw along the way. Our camp 
was located In the midst of'a grove of 
giant redwoods. A spring of cold water 
was on one side of camp and the Eal 
river was on the other. Our beds were 
spread on a soft carpet of ferns and red- 
wood boughs, and a farm house ciose at 
hand supplied us with all the fresh but- 
ter, eggs and milk we wanted and such 
appetites as we at1 developed. 


The fourth morning saw us again on our 


way north. Six miles from Phillipsville 
•we encountered the new state highway 
grade. This we followed through Dwyer- 
vllle, Fepperwood, Scotia. -*io Dell and 
Fortuna Into Eureka. The "road was good 
nil the way and the scenery was among 
the best we «aw on the entire trip. The 
first forty miles was through the famous 
Humboldt county redwoods and the bal- 
ance of the distance was through the Eel 
river valley nnd around Humboldt bay. 
The good roads continued north to Arcata. 
fifteen miles above Eureka, 
Here we 


again entered the mountains and followed 
a good but winding road with a few 


heavy trades to Trinidad and Stone, La- 
goon. At the last named place we campad ~ 
and spent roost of the next day fishta* IB t 
tha lagoon. Late in the afternoon w» \; 
moved our camp to Orrick. six nils* for- '• 
ther north. This was ma far north as 
two of the cars bad time to com* an* , 
on this account the party was split e* 
Thursday \morning, two cam returning t* 
San Francisco and our Buick conUntdac' 
on up the coast forty-five miles tiuvnch 
to Hequa to Crescent City. 


Some of our worst roads were 010008- 


tered on this drive. In addition to th» 
heavy grades which are encountered an 
along the coast we found six miles of old 
corduroy road and any motorist that baa 
bad experience with this kind of 
knows what «ix miles of it 
Thanks to the Buick cantilever 
we were able to maintain a fab- speed 
over this but encountered several motor 
parties who complained bitterly of the 
rough going.

and the load from the latter place to 
Grants Pass is really a boulevard.

cific highway into Portland and found it 
much improved over previous years.

Attorney-General Decides That 


Lawyers Come Under 
the 


Provisions of the New Law 


One-Third of the Dealers and 


Brokers of the State Have 
Filed Applications for Permits 


All attorneys at law .who, apart 


from their services as .such to their 
clients, engage in the real estate busi- 
ness as brokers or salesmen must hold 
licenses issued by the State Real Es- 
tate Commissioner. This is the opin- 
ion of the Attorney General as stated 
in a bulletin received yesterday from 
Commissioner Bloodgood by the Oak- 
land Real Estate Board. 


The wording of the real estate 


license act is such that many have in- 
terpreted it to exempt from its ap- 
plication all attorneys and all insur- 
ance 
brokers, 
the 
latter 
holding 


licenses as such from the Insurance 
Commissioner, 
and 
assuming 
that 


neither would come under the opera- 
tion of the real estate license law, 
though they engaged in the real es- 
tate business as brokers. 


The- Attorney General has inter- 
preted the act for State Real Estate 
Commissioner Bloodgood as applica- 
ble to both except where attorneys 
may transact a real estate deal as a 
part of his professional service to a 
client or an insurance broker do like- 
wise as an act incident to his insur- 
ance business. When either transact 
real estate business as broker the new 
license law applies. 


ATTORXEVS UABJJE. 


The opinion of Attorney General U. 
S. Webb respecting attorneys is as 
follows: 
"It is no part of the business or 


duties of an attorney at law, in- 
dependently of the performance 
by him of legal services, in con- 
nection therewith, to do or en- 
gage in any of the acts or busi- 
ness mentioned in paragraph 1 
. of section 2 (of the new real es- 
tate license act). A person who 
is an attorney at law is not act- 
ing as an attorney while so en- 
P-t0>*»ri f*» «JITP>I nr>t« or biipirtpps. 


"But if, in the rendition of 
services which 
are 
essentially 


those ordinarily to be performed 
by an attorney, he is called upon 
incidentally thereto, to partici- 
pate in the performance of such

estate broker or real estate sales- 
man in the transaction within

circumstances of each 


case taken as a whole must de- 
termine whether the participa- 
tion therein of a person, who Is 
an attorney at law has been that 
of an attorney at law or that of 
a real estate broker or sales- 
man."
